The  whole  crop  of  Irish  moss  has 
been  largely  bought  up  by  two  01 
three  concerns  this  year,  and  a  firm  of 
wholesale  druggists  in  Boston,  is  said, 
have  about  6000  barrels  or  600,000 
pounds.  The  entire  crop  gathered  in 
the  vicinity  of  Scituaie,  Mass.,  and 
elsewhere,  is  not  over  11,000  barrels. 
The  moss  is  now  selling  in  Boston  at 
6  to  S  cents  a  pound.  The  fact  that 
the  firm  who  hold  the  largest  propor- 
tion of  this  year's  supply  of  moss,  are 
also  large  dealers  in  all  kind  of  sup 
plies  for  woolen  and  cotton  mills,  is  a 
reminder  that  Irish  moss  is  being  used 
to  some  extent  by  wool  manufactur- 
ers, as  an  economical  addition  to  the

RIDGE  HILL. 

Death  or  the  Oldest  Person  is 
Hingham. 
The  death  of  the  widow  of  the  late 
Ensign  Cu>hing  which  occurred  at  her 
home  in  So.  Hingham  on  Thanksgiv- 
ing morning,  is  worthy  of  more  than  a 
passing  notice.  She  was  born,  and 
spent  all  of  her  life  in  that  town,  and 
was  97  years,  3  months  and  17  days 
old  at  her  death.  She  was  a  daugh- 
ter of  Edmund  Hobart,  and  a  direct 
descendant  ofthe Hobart  farailyof  which, 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Peter  Hobart  was  a 
member  ;  who  was  quite  conspicuous 
in  political  as  well  as  religious  matter 
in  the  infant  days  of  the  Plymouth 
Colony,  and  who  was  the  first  set- 
tled minister  in  that  ancient  town. 
Her  ancestors  were  also  connected  by 
marriage  with  the  Lincoln  family  of 
the  same  town,  among  which  was  Maj. 
Gen.  Benj.  Lincoln  upon  whom  was 
conferred  the  honor  of  receiving  the 
sword  of  the  British  Gen.  Cornwallis 
which  virtually  closed  the  war  of  the 
Revolution.  The  writer  has  often 
heard  the  old  lady  relate  many  of  the 
incidents  of  her  girlhood  davs,  and  of 
Gen.  Lincoln  who  was  a  frequent  visit- 
or at  her  father's  house,  and  of  the 
many  attentions  he  used  to  pay  her. 
She  was  born  but  two  years  after  the 
close  of  the  war  and  nearly  four  years 
before  Washington  was  made  Presi- 
dent. Massachusetts  was  at  that  lime 
a  slave  State,  and  the  population  of  the 
whole  country  was  estimated  at  about 
3  and  1-4  millions  but  at  her  death 
over  fifty  millions.  She  lived  under 
all  the  various  changes  recorded  in 
the  history  of  the  country  trom  the 
reign  of  Geo.  Ill  down.  She  was  in 
her  15th  year  when  Washington  died. 
Her  life  has  been  a  remarkable  active 
one.  She  was  a  tine  representative  of 
the  robust  family  from  which  she 
sprung,  though  sufferin;  the  last  few 
years  from  an  apop'ectic  shock,  her 
mind  was  clear,  she  was  patient,  and 
even  cheerful  to  the  last.  She  leaves 
but  five  descendants;  one  daughter, 
three  grand-daughters,  and  one  great 
grand  son,  with  no  one  to  perpetuate 
the.  lamily  name,  on  cither  side.

IDNEvY-WORT? 


A  lioulslaua  Jail. 

To  northern  ejres  it  must  appear  ns 
n  very  strnngc  Btructure,  built  as  it  is 
of  logs,  nnd  wit b  walls  three  feet  thick. 
So  oflcu  liavo  prisouers  escaped  that 
many  peculiar  precautions  hnve  been 
Inkcn  to  prevent  it.  Between  I  lie  lop; 
walls,  which  nre  double,  is  nrraugcil  n 
row  of  upright  poles,  so  if  soino  of  the 
poor  wretches  in  conGucmcnt  should 
succeed  in  snwiug  through  one  of  the 
walls  thoy  would  striko  the  poles,  and 
us  these  aro  not  fastened  at  the  top  they 
would  keep  dropping  down  just  as  fust 
ns  tho  man  kept  sawing.  The  sheriff 
calculated  lhat  a  carpenter  with  all  his 
tools  could  not  saw  a  hole  through 
those  walls  in  twentv-four  hours.  Doors 
are  invuriubly  a  prisons  weak  points, 
hul  iu  this  Louisiaua  jail  that  difficulty 
is  avoided  by  huviug  nothing  but  trap- 
doors iu  tho  roof.  A  stairway 
the  outside  of  tho  building  by  which 
the  prisouers  ascend,  aud  then  they 
dropped  down  into  ono  of  the  four  largo 
rooms  beneath.  Thoy  are  fed  ia  tho 
lacr.  The  shorifT  takes  their 
rutious,  which  ho  said  consisted  of 
hog,  houiiuy  and  molasses,"  upon 
tho  roof  and  Ihcu  lowers  it  down.  Tho 
windows  of  tho  institution  aro  quito 
small,  and  covered  with  three  grates, 
in  addition  to  an  iron  fonder,  with 
spikes  on  the  outside  In  order  to  pre- 
vcut any  oue  fruai  "scrntchifig  out," 
tho  floor  has  been  constructed  in  au  un- 
usual way.  The  grouud  ou  which  tho 
jail  Mauds,  nnd  for  somo  distauco  out- 
side the  walls,  has  becu  removed,  and 
lo  tho  depth  of  four  feet  filled  in  with 
large  sloncs,  which  aro  firmly  cemented 
together.  Ou  top  of  this  stoae  plat- 
form two  sections  ot  logs  have  been 
laid  lniiisvcrscly,  winch  are  securely 
fnsleucil  lo^cthcr  by  menus  of  numer- 
ous irou  spikes.  Finally,  resting  on 
the  logs  is  four-inch  planking,  which  is 
fairly  studded  with  unils.  Iu  spite  of 
lhcso  many  precautions,  prisoners  fre- 
quently, by  the  help  ol  outside  parties, 
make  Ihcir  escape ;  but  now,  as  1  lie 
country  is  becoming  more  nnd  more 
settled  and  the  desperadoes  aro  being 
thiuued  out,  such  occurrences  aro  grow- 
tug  rare. 

Ycstcrduy  moraia^  as  tho  Jcffcrsou 
Cily  pitsscugor  train  on  tho  Missouri 
1'ucific  Uuilroad  was  rushing  at  full 
speed  through  tho  cut  on  the  road  be- 
tween Glcndalo  and  Webster  stations, 
the  engineer  uoliced  a  little  girl  ou  tho 
traek  waving  her  uproa  wildly  aad 
making  other  gestures,  signifying  that 
the  train  should  stop.  The  engineer 
whs  undecided  for  a  moment,  believing 
that  tho  child  was  at  play.  Ho  looked 
a?;niu  and  saw  tho  littlo  maid  still  hold- 
iug  her  positiou  and  still  waving  aloft 
the  signal  of  distress.  The  engine  was 
reversed  nud  the  steam  brnkes  applied, 
the  truiu  coining  to  a  halt  almost  in  the 
middlo  of  the  curve.

slopped  withiu  100  feet  of  tho  Jefferson 
Citytraiu.  Both  trains  wcro  on  th< 
siime  track. — [St.  Louis  Hcpublicaa.
